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IN THE DRAWINGS 

Objections to the Drawings 

Figures 1C, 20, 4B, 4D, 5, 6X1, 6XJ, 6XK, 6XL, 7 and 8A have been amended to divide 
out the multiple views, assigning each of the views its own figure number. The Replacement 
Sheets are attached hereto. 

It is believed that the amendments to FIG. 20 have rendered moot the objection to FIG. 
20 and FIG. 20 looking too similar.

Regarding the IDS submitted on December 31, 2008, please find enclosed a copy of the 
Office Action dated June 29, 2006 in the case of co-pending application Serial No. 10/182,352. 

Regarding the IDS submitted on August 4, 2008, a copy of the PCT application published 
as WO 94/26213 based on the non-English language document DE 4315757 and having an 
identical Abstract (and an English version of the Abstract) is included herewith, in accordance 
with MPEP §609.04(a)III which indicates that "submission of an English language abstract of a 
reference may fulfill the requirement for a concise explanation." Applicants believe that due to the 
simplicity of the DE 43 15757 device and that the entire non-English language reference is only 6 
pages, including nearly a page of claims, 2 pages of drawings and a cover sheet (leaving just over 
two pages of actual description); just an English language version of the Abstract should fulfill 
the requirement for a concise explanation.
